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RUMMY REVISITED

Rummy is a three-year-old who has 
turned over a new leaf; she has made her 
decision freely, being neither frightened, 
threatened, nor cajoled into changing her 
ways. 

Purchased from a Cleveland pound for 
fifty cents, she was an inquisitive kitten 
with a white belly and throat, a saddle of 
dark stripes, and white socks that cloaked 
—unless she chose to show them—twenty 
claws with which she defended herself 
against all comers. She grew to adult- 
hood in a_ small upstairs apartment, 
where she took her exercise racing up 
and down the central hall, pounding the 
boards like a pony.

All this righted itself to a certain ex- 
tent when Rummy discovered the world 
at night; or, more correctly, when her 
alley instinct matured. Upon first investi- 
gating her yard after dark, she took to 
it—and thence to the barn, the field, and 
the woods—with dignity and fearlessness. 
Finally she had come into her own: she 
caught mice and deposited them neatly 
on their backs on our front steps; she 
responded haughtily to other cats in the 
neighborhood who tried to befriend her;

For the next four months Rummy 
made a pilgrimage almost every week, 
showing herself within three or four days.

So, in the fall, when we were to make 
the trip to Indiana to rescue the grand- 
parents from further trial and tribulation, 
another decision had to be made: would 
Rummy, once we brought her to her new 
home (three states east) try to find her 
way back to Indiana; had she indeed been 
returning to her old haunts out of habit 
or was she—against her nature and all 
probability—still looking for us; was 
there affection and loyalty to be found 
in the likes of Rummy? So we questioned 
ourselves; and, in an effort to be fairest 
to her, we decided to leave her to her 
woods, especially since she knew her old 
neighborhood and the people in it, and 
could always prevail upon them for help 
should she ever need it. And we doubted 
her ever needing it. As we set out for 
Indiana she had been gone from Grand- 
mother’s for three and a half weeks; all 
had given her up for dead or strayed 
beyond recall. We who knew her better 
had simply accepted the fact that she had 
reverted completely to what she was al- 
ways meant to be, a creature totally in- 
dependent, totally self-sufficient, and ab- 
solutely happy. 

Nevertheless, upon arriving in Indiana, 
the first thing we did was go to Rummy’s 
woods to see for ourselves.

HOW YOUR ALL-AMERICAN 
CONTESTANT IS BEING SCORED 


The world of cat shows and cat breed- 
ing—the Cat Fancy—consists in America 
of five governing bodies which provide 
for the registration of cats and of cat- 
teries, publish stud books, sanction cat 
shows, and establish the rules under 
which shows are held. In order of their 
founding these associations are: Amer- 
ican Cat Association (ACA), Cat Faneti- 
ers Association (CFA), Cat Fanciers Fed- 
eration (CFF), United Cat Federa- 
tion (UCF), and American Cat Fanciers 
Association (ACFA). 

Although the associations are competi- 
tors in a sense, their memberships overlap 
to a great degree, and individual mem- 
bers and clubs usually cooperate with 
each other regardless of association af- 
filiation. 

There is, however, in America only 
one inter-association influence which di- 
rectly affects every show cat and every 
exhibitor. That is the All-American and 
All-Sectional system of awards estab- 
lished by Cats Magazine in 1947 and 
continued every year since then. It is to 
give you full information on these awards 
that this article has been written. 

The purpose of all forms of competi- 
tion is the determination of which in- 
dividuals in a group excel in desirable 
characteristics. That is true of horse 
races, art exhibits, baseball, Miss Amer- 
ica contests—and, of course, it applies 
to cat shows as well. Every fancier wants 
to know how the cats she has carefully 
bred and raised, or has carefully pur- 
chased, compare with those of other 
breeders and owners. Local cat shows do 
this for limited areas, but only the wide 
scope of the All-American awards and 
their All-Sectional counterparts can de- 
termine the cats with the best show rec- 
ords in all the shows and in all the asso- 
ciations, for they are the only means by 
which cats appearing in different shows, 
in different associations, and in differ- 
ent parts of the country can be rated 
against one another. 

Your Black Shorthair male who was 
Best of Color Opposite Sex in a Bing- 
hamton, N. Y., show is rated by Scorer 
Mary Louise Porter against every cat 
in the country, and so is every cat in 
every show. 

Members of all branches of the Cat 
Fancy have cooperated wholeheartedly 
during the past ten years to assist us in 
devising and constantly improving a scor- 
ing system which takes into account in- 
sofar as possible all of the multitudinous 
factors which go to make up a cat show 
winner and which can be translated into 
meaningful values for comparison against 
every other cat. 

These suggestions and criticisms, the 
fact that the scoring methods are pub- 
lished in full, the knowledge that any 
questions on individual cats will be an- 


swered in complete detail by Mrs. Porter, 
and, most important, the knowledge that 
the full support of all members of the 
cat world is behind the All-Americans— 
all combine to answer the question of why 
All-American and All-Sectional wins are 
so highly prized and so avidly worked 
tor. 

Now to bring up to date the informa- 
tion on scoring first published in Carts, 
February and March 1953. 

First the geographical rules. The 
ALL-WESTERN States with results 
usually published in July are: Arizona, 
California, Colorado, Idaho, Montana, 
Nevada, New Mexico, Oregon, Utah, 
Washington, Wyoming, and Canada west 
of a line drawn north from the Mon- 
tana-North Dakota border. 

The ALL-MIDWESTERNS, also 
published in July, are: Jllinois, Indiana, 
lowa, Kansas, Michigan, Minnesota, Mis- 
souri, Nebraska, North Dakota, Ohio, 
South Dakota, Wisconsin, and Canada 
between the Western and Eastern areas. 

The ALL-SOUTHERN _ selections, 
appearing in August, are from cats re- 
siding in Alabama, Arkansas, District 
of Columbia, Florida, Georgia, Kentucky, 
Louisiana, Maryland, Mississippi, North 
Carolina, Oklahoma, South Carolina, 
Tennessee, Texas, Virginia, and West 
Virginia. 

The ALL-EASTERN area is Connec- 
ticut, Delaware, Maine, Massachusetts, 
New Hampshire, New Jersey, New York, 
Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, Vermont, 
and Canada east of a line drawn north 
from the Pennsylvania-Ohio boundary. 

Location for sectional purposes is de- 
termined by ownership of the cat as given 
in the last show catalog in which the 
cat is listed as present during any show 
season. Ownership for the purpose of the 
award is determined the same way. Thus, 
ii a cat from New Jersey won points at 
a November show but subsequently was 
sold to someone living in North Carolina 
who exhibited the cat in February, the 
cat would be scored for All-Southern. 
Points of both shows would be added to- 
gether, and if the cat became one of the 
winners, its All-Southern or Southern 
Honorable Mention ribbon would be 
mailed to the North Carolina owner. (As 
a double check, we recommend that 
changes of ownership of A-A contestants 
during a show season be reported to us). 

Location of the shows at which a cat 
earns points has no bearing on the award. 
Points won by a Florida cat in Miami, 
Chicago, or San Francisco all count to- 
ward All-Southern and eventual All- 
American. 

Now as to actual scoring: The system 
can be summarized with but two quali- 
fications in one brief statement: All- 
American contestants earn one A-A 
point for each cat of their own color de-

(Second Best Cat is always a cat which has 
been defeated by no other cat but the Best 
Cat. Second Best Cat may of course be of 


the same or of a different sex than Best Cat; 
but if the Second Best Cat is of a different 


sex than the Best Cat, then Second Best 
Cat and Best Opposite Sex Cat must be the 
same cat. No Second Best Cat points are 
awarded in shows where these provisions are 
not followed.) 





feated plus one point for each class de- 
feated. The exceptions are that Second 
Best Cats are arbitrarily given three- 
quarters of a point (instead of one point) 
for each class in the show; and that no 
cat except Best Cat may score more 
points than the Second Best Cat. 

With this as your flight plan, it will 
be relatively easy for you to score your 
own cats once you have a marked show 
catalog. The Best of Color points are 
easy—If your cat was BOC, just count 
all of the cats present (Novice, Open, 
Champion and Grand Champion) in its 
color classes, and award your contestant 
one point for each. If your cat was BOX 
(Best Opposite Sex of Color), then count 
only the cats of its same sex to arrive at 
your total. 

It is the higher wins which seem to 
cause some difficulties, yet their value, 
too, is very easy to arrive at if you take 
the time to carefully count the classes in 
each show, for in computing higher 
awards, it is the classes that are worth 
one point each. 

In a theoretically absolutely complete 
show, there would be Novice, Open, 
Champion, and Grand Champion classes 
for every breed, color, and sex of cat. 
The average show has only a small per- 
centage of these classes, but each class 
which does have one or more cats present 


in it will represent one potential A-A

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MOUSING IN MEMPHIS 


Again this year the working-cat world 
championships were the highlight of the 
Memphis and Mid-South Cat Fanciers 
show held February 2 and 3. 

Sixteen top mousers of the area com- 
peted for ribbons, rosettes, a silver platter, 
and for a sensational new award—a life- 
time supply of cat litter. 

Because of the novelty of the contest, 
all Memphis newspapers carried series of 
articles publicizing the show. The general 
public was very responsive, and the show- 
room was thronged during both days. 

The finals for the working-cat cham- 
pionship consisted primarily of the testing 
of mousing ability. A maze was so con- 
structed that the cats would have to go 
through it to reach the mice. Cats were 
timed, and the one completing the course 
in the shortest period was the winner. 

The mice were in a covered cage at the 
far end of the maze and were not harmed 
when the cats got to them. In fact, they 
were pet mice loaned to the show, and 
later competed between themselves for 
“Best Mouse in Cat Show’. 

Perhaps because the mice were such 
pampered and perfumed pets, the working 
contestants showed little interest in their 
favorite meal during the try-outs on the 
first night of the show. Or perhaps the 
glass sidewalls of the mouse cage kept 
the tempting aroma from reaching the far 
entrance of the maze. 

But by the second night all were at 
their peak, and the proud representatives 
of some of Memphis’ most famous business 
firms made their tries for world acclaim. 

Lonesome Lou, working cat of the 
Memphis and Shelby County Humane 
Shelter, made a fast two-minute, twenty- 
second trip through the labyrinth; South- 
ern Ezy-Mix’s Noko started off fast, but 
quit in the stretch; while Wolf River 
Transportation Company’s Wampus 
slipped out of his cage when no one was 
looking and didn’t even put in an appear- 
ance at the starting line. 

Defending champion, famous Georgette 
of the Memphis Publishing Company, 
started things off, but decided that she 
wasn’t hungry this year. Or could it be 
that she remembered the 1956 show—that 
after triumphantly threading her way 
through the maze, she still found the mice 
safely behind steel bars, with not mouse- 
meat, but everyday food and a flavorless 
rosette her reward. 

Then came the sleeper Chisca Shanghai 
entry of the Hotel Chisca. He was young 
and untutored in the ways of world cham- 
pionship mousing contests. But neither 
was he blasé, fat, and disillusioned. Mrs. 
Mary Baxter, storeroom supervisor of the 
hotel had talked him up to her friends as 
the most intelligent cat she had ever seen, 
and with the most lovable disposition. He 
was accustomed, she said, to hotel! life, 
and rather than climb stairs between 
floors, he would stop at the door of the 
elevator and wait until someone was going

up or down. But how this would help him 
find his way through the mysterious fast- 
nessess of the mouse maze in less than 
two-twenty, even his backers didn’t say. 

Then, too, Chisca Shanghai had won 
eight points toward a championship in the 
regular show cat classes—a rare accom- 
plishment for a working cat, but did that 
provide a clue to his mousemanship? 

The answer was not long in coming. 
One couldn’t say that he sprinted through 
the six-compartment maze, but with stop 
watches ticking, cameras flashing, and 
the crowd shouting encouragement, 
Shanghai unerringly made his way 
through compartments one to six and up 
to the mouse-baited finish line in two 
minutes flat—the best time of all for the 
course. 

So Chisca Shanghai of Memphis, 
Tennessee, became 1957’s World Cham- 
pion Working Cat. He has his rosettes 
to prove it; a silver platter given by 
Georgette, last year’s World Champion; 
and a lifetime supply of Pet Pamper cat 
litter awarded by Southern Ezy-Mix Co. 
The first time, so far as we know, that a 
lifetime supply of any product has been 
won by a cat. 

Officers of the Memphis and Mid-South 
Club expect to continue the mousing world 
championships in their succeeding shows. 
In addition to letting cats prove their 
natural aptitudes, they have produced in- 
tense public interest and widespread local 
and national newspaper coverage. 

They suggest that this and other such 
unusual ideas projected into all local cat 
shows will help to increase public interest 
in cats and in the entire world of show 
cats and cat fanciers.

That’s the family warcry, and _ it’s 
used during apartment hunting each time 
the landlord says “No pets allowed.” I’m 
not always turned down, it’s true, on 
account of the cats; the refusal usually 
comes swiftly on the heels of the dis- 
covery that I have an eleven-year-old 
boy. To mention my menagerie after 
such infamy would be madness. There 
have been a few landlords who would 
consider letting in the boy, but they 
draw the line there. The Good Samaritan 
who will accept the lad recoils in horror 
at the idea of the eleven-year-old accom- 
panied by three cats.

I'm mighty weary 
of searching the highways, byways, and 
real estate ads for her. From where | sit, 
it looks as if my search will be in vain. 
There’s nothing much else for me to do 
but go into debt and buy a home to 
house my “mistakes.” You'll know when 
I've taken this step. Just keep your eye 
on the “Apartment For Rent” section 
of your newspaper. The day you see an 
ad that reads “No People Allowed.” 
you'll know that at last, like another 
popular pet, I’m having my day.

“Tips to 
the Novice” 
by 
Blanche

I have been asked to discuss in an easily 
understood manner antibiotics in the treat- 
ment of feline enteritis—to tell what the 
disease is, its cause, its symptoms, what 
course it takes and how it may be treated. 

Feline enteritis is the most important 
infectious disease of cats today. It is found 
all over the world, affecting not only 
house cats but other feline species, and is 
highly contagious. 

The matter of nomenclature is impor- 
tant. Feline enteritis also goes by the 
name “cat distemper,” but it has no re- 
lation to distemper of dogs. Cats do not 
acquire the disease from dogs, or vice 
versa. A more technical term for the con- 
dition is “panleukopenia,” derived from 
the fact that a major symptom is a drastic 
reduction in white blood cells which will 
be more fully discussed below. 


The Pattern of Feline Enteritis 


While cats of all ages are susceptible, 
feline enteritis is mainly a disease of the 
young. Kittens are more easily and se- 
verely affected than older cats. The onset 
period is relatively short, averaging be- 
tween two and six days. On rare occasions 
it may reach ten days. The sudden onset 








Today, after more than a decade of 
widespread use of an effective vaccine, 
feline enteritis still takes a huge tragic 
toll of cat and kitten lives every year. 
Because it appears that through the ignor- 
ance or carelessness of their human owners 
enly a small portion of our cat population 
will receive the nearly 100%-effective 
protection of vaccination for many years 
to come, the findings of veterinary scien- 
tists as to the effective use of antibiotics 
in the treatment of this dread disease are 
of particular interest to the cat world. 

For that reason, I have invited two out- 
standing veterinary writers to use my 
regular space this month to discuss the 
disease and to inform my readers of the 
latest developments in enteritis research. 

Any friend of cats will consider early 
vaccination against feline enteritis an 
absolute necessity if he wishes to really 
protect the life of his pet. But antibiotics, 
because they can combat the disease with 
some hope of success even after it has 
struck, are now saving the lives of many 
pets who would otherwise be doomed to 
carly, painful death.

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FELINE ENTERITIS

is characterized by depression and dehy- 
dration. The temperature is somewhat 
elevated early in the disease (103° F to 
107° F), but severely ill cats generally 
show subnormal temperatures. The char- 
acteristic picture of a cat leaning over a 
dish of water but not able to drink is a 
common observation. This is explainable 
by the initial gastric distress which is the 
first result of invasion of the lining of the 
intestinal walls by a virus. 

Vomiting of small quantities of bile- 
tinged mucus often occurs, and less fre- 
quently there is diarrhea. Head colds are 
seldom observed in enteritis. When pres- 
ent, they usually mean infection of the 
breathing organs is concurrently present. 
Death often occurs unexpectedly. 

It should be remembered that some 
degree of peritonitis (inflammation of 
the lining of the body cavity) is present 
in the well-established case of enteritis, 
and this explains why the cat is so sensi- 
tive in the abdominal region. Occasion- 
ally cats are found dead without warning 
signs observed by owner or veterinarian. 
In other cases, cats may survive longer 
than three days. In outbreaks in some 
areas, the symptoms simulate criminal 
poisonings. 

Early in the course of the disease there 
is a marked reduction in the number of 
white blood cells, a condition called leu- 
kopenia. The total white cell count may 
drop from a normal of around 15,000 per 
cu. mm. to less than one or two thou- 
sand. Sometimes the white cells com- 
pletely disappear. It has been shown that 
if the animal is able to fight off the in- 
fection and the inhibitory effect of the 
virus on the blood cell forming system, 
clinical improvement is prompt as_ the 
white blood cells return to normal. Leu- 
kopenia is a constant feature of feline 
enteritis, and its degree can serve as a 
fairly reliable guide to the course the 
disease will take. In those cases where 
the white cells decline rapidly to a level 
of 2000 or lower, the outlook is poor. 
When the level does not fall below 5000, 
the forecast is generally more favorable. 

Once the infection has appeared on the 
premises, all newly arrived cats are likely 
to die if they are susceptible to the dis- 
ease. The disease is so complex and at- 
tacks so rapidly one must learn its symp- 
toms in detail so as to recognize onset 
and get veterinary assistance at once. 
When the disease has been diagnosed, the 
next step is to follow the recommenda- 
tions suggested by your veterinarian. 


What Causes Feline Enteritis? 


The disease is known to be caused by 
a virus. The role played by secondary 
bacterial invaders, however, has been ap- 
preciated for only a few years. Histori- 
cally, it was not until 1928 that the first 
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description of feline enteritis appeared. 
This study, by Verge and Cristoforoni,* 
showed that the disease could be repro- 
duced with microbially sterile tissue fil- 
trates taken from sick cats. They sug- 
gested that the disease was due to a 
virus. However, it was not until four 
years later (1932) that Hindle and Find- 
lay? proved definitely that the causative 
agent was a virus. The first American 
study on feline enteritis appeared in 1934, 
at which time Leasure and co-workers,? 
of the Kansas State College Veterinary 
School, confirmed that the disease was of 
viral origin. These Kansas investigators 
were the first to prepare vaccines against 
feline enteritis. 

The virus has been shown to be present 
in the blood of sick cats, their tissues, 
nasal secretions, urine and feces. Infec- 
tive virus may be present in the blood 
during an incubation period of as long 
as two to six days after infection before 
the cat shows any sign of illness. Pre- 
sumably, therefore, the disease may be 
spread by cats which appear normal. In 
fact, animals which have recovered from 
the disease still may carry the organism. 

Since severely ill cats show such a 
marked decrease in white blood cells, it is 
not surprising that a number of path- 
ologists studying the blood of infected 
cats separately should ascribe different 
names to their interpretation of the blood 
findings. For this reason a variety of 
names has been proposed. These include 
“malignant panleukopenia,” “feline leu- 
kopenia,” “infectious feline agranulocy- 
tosis,” “planleukopenia,” “feline plague,” 
etc. In most countries, the disease is now 
referred to as “feline enteritis” on the 
basis that this is the term accepted by 
most veterinarians and seems best de- 
scriptive of the gross pathological changes 
present. As corroboration, it is of in- 
terest to note that in a discussion of 
nomenclature at a recent British Veterin- 
ary Association Congress, the name “fe- 
line enteritis’ was considered most ap- 
propriate. 


Treatment of Feline Enteritis 


Prior to the introduction of broad- 
spectrum antibiotics, such as Terramycin, 
the treatment of feline enteritis was 
largely symptomatic. While specific anti- 
viral antiserum is effective when given 
early, most cases are presented to the 
veterinarian only after the virus is well 
distributed and its inhibitory effect on 
blood formation has become marked. 
Once the virus has penetrated into the 
susceptible cells and becomes established, 
a vaccine is not effective. 

The secondary infections which ac- 
company enteritis may be considered as 
true superimposed diseases and are caused 
by a wide variety of bacteria. It becomes 
apparent that the veterinarian must call 
upon a therapeutic agent with the widest 
possible range of antibacterial activity. 
For this purpose, Terramycin has proved 
to be exceptionally well suited. It pos- 


sesses the widest antibacterial spectrum 
of all the commonly employed antibi- 
otics. Terramycin is rapidly absorbed and 
becomes widely distributed through the 
tissues and fluids of the animal. Another 
advantage of Terramycin is that it is un- 
usually well tolerated by cats. 

There have appeared a number of 
clinical reports which confirm the value 
of Terramycin in the treatment of en- 
teritis.8-13 Some veterinarians have been 
successful in reducing the mortality rate 
from a previous range of 80 to 90 percent 
down to 50 and as low as 10 percent since 
Terramycin therapy became available. 

In treating feline enteritis each case 
must be handled as a separate entity with 
individual consideration. Each symptom 
should be sought out and measures taken 
to curb onset of newer symptoms. 

It is unpleasant to dwell so long on a 
disease that creates havoc with our pet 
and friend, be it house pet, barn mouser, 
or show cat. However, it is reassuring 
to know that researchers have developed 
an effective vaccine for prevention of the 
disease if given in advance and a highly 
effective broad-spectrum antibiotic, Ter- 
ramycin, for treating sick and exposed 
animals suffering from feline enteritis. 
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Thank you, Dr. Hawley and Dr. Chi- 
chester. Now a word to you, the reader, 
about your obligation to your cat. 

Our guest writers have explained what 
feline enteritis is, how you can recognise 
it, how important prompt veterinary 
treatment is, and what your veterinarian 
can do with a fair hope of success to 
save your pet’s life once it contracts the 
disease. But make no mistake about it, 
feline enteritis is the most devastating 
disease that cats are called upon to com- 
bat. 

Your cats, my cats, everyone’s cats, 
could very easily be wiped out almost 
overnight. Once established in an area, 
the disease can spread with such rapidity 
that even with the most modern scien- 
tific weapons we could be almost helpless 
to stop it. 

Many owners of cats have had to watch 
their pets die through no fault of their

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own. Why? Because some unsuspecting 
soul did not know the inherent danger 
in the disease and passed it on to others. 

How can you protect your pets? Just 
as your children are protected against 
childhood diseases by vaccination, so can 
your cats be protected by feline enteritis 
vaccine. You should begin early by hav- 
ing your veterinarian give the first of 
the two shots when your kittens are 
three months old and the second one two 
weeks later. Older kittens and cats can 
be vaccinated at any time, and it is well 
to give booster shots at four year in- 
tervals. 

The antibiotic treatment is a vast im- 
provement on the old almost-certain- 
death treatments of former days, but the 
only way you can really protect your 
cat is to use the vaccine to give life-long 
immunity. 

How can you protect others? If your 
cat has enteritis, you must not attend 
shows, you must not visit other owners 
of cats, nor must you even stop to pet 
a cat on the street or ina store. Under no 
circumstances should you obtain another 
kitten until six months, at least, have 
elapsed since the death of the previous 
one. Enteritis virus has been known to 
linger around the premises and be fatal 
as long as that. If you should buy another 
kitten, you will only subjecting it to the 
danger of contracting the disease right 
in your own home. 

What can you do when an outbreak 
does occur? Those cats who have had 
the protection of the vaccine shots may 
become ill, but with proper treatment 
they will live. Those who have not, will 
almost surely die unless heroic steps are 
taken. Once feline enteritis has attacked 
in your neighborhood or your cattery it 
is too late for vaccination to be effective, 
but unless the pet is actually sick tem- 
porary protection can be secured by the 
injection of feline enteritis serum. This 
must be given every two weeks until the 
last vestiges of the disease have dis- 
appeared from your area. 

If these measures have been neglected, 
or if despite them your cats or kittens 
become victims of feline enteritis, then 
the antibiotic treatment is your last hope. 

However, it is my hope that you will 
take this article in all seriousness and 
give your cat or cats, the protection that 
is so vital to them. They ask so little 
of us and the cost of this protection is so 
small for so deserving a pet. If all of us 
were to do this simple thing, it would 
help to wipe out the danger that always 
is lurking, just around the corner. B.W.

point for your cat, depending on the wins 
it makes that are better than BOX or 
BOC. 

For example, if your aspirant is named 
Best Novice after having won Best Bur- 
mese, it would score one point for every 
Burmese in the show and an extra point 
for every Novice class. And if your cat 
becomes BEST CAT, it will get one 
point for every class in the show plus its 
own color points. 

As an example, let us assume that the 
show in which your cat is entered was 
that of the Salt Lake city Felinophiles, 
and that the count of total classes in the 
show is: 


Male Female _ Total 
Novice 7 8 15 
Open 14 20 a 
Champion 7 5 12 
Gr. Champ. 1 1 
Total 29 34 63 
Let’s further assume that there are 


three male and two female Burmese Nov- 
ices and one Burmese male open. Then, 
your Burmese male who is Best of Color 
and Best Novice will score six A-A 
points for being BOC (three, two and 
one) and 15 additional points for being 
Best Novice. Total: 21. 

Example two will assume that there 
are two Red Longhair male Opens, two 


Red female Champions, plus a Red Male 
Champion who is named Best Cat in 
Show. Our winner then will pick up five 
BOC points to which will be added 63 
Best-in-Show points—one for each of the 
classes in the show. Total score: 68. 

Now, consider a Black Manx who is 
judged both Best of Color and Best 
Manx (where, we will say, there are 
three Black Manx present, and a total 
of eight Manx classes). The answer is 
evident—three Black Manx plus eight 
classes, total points: eleven. 

A bit more complicated would be the 
Seal Point male who is named Best Op- 
posite Sex Cat in Show after having 
been awarded Best Siamese. First the 
points for color—ten Seal Points present, 
let us assume, giving us 10 BOC points. 
Then for all the male classes in the show 
—29 BOX Cat points. 

Now in our Best Opposite Sex Cat 
total, we have already included all of 
the Siamese Male Classes, but it is still 
necessary to consider the Siamese Fe- 
males defeated in the Best Siamese win. 
We will say that there we two SP, two 
BP, and two CP classes of Siamese— 
six classes altogether. So, our recapitu- 
lation reads: 10 Best of Color points, 29 
Best Opposite Sex Cat points, 6 Best 
Siamese points (Female classes only)— 
Total: 45 points. 

As shown here, credit for higher wins 
always eliminates credit for lower ones 
(with the exception, of course, of Best 
of Color points). Thus, our Red Long-

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hair when he earned 63 Best Cat in Show 
points was automatically awarded the 
points he won as Best Longhair and Best 
Champion. And our Seal Point could 
count his male Siamese values only once 
—in the Box Cat total—otherwise he’d 
have been given double credit. 

Only one other explanation remains— 
the Kitten awards. These are scored ex- 
actly as above, except that only the Best 
Kitten and Best Opposite Sex Kitten in 
Show are given A-A points. Best of 
Color kits, Best Longhair and Best 
Shorthair kits do not earn credit unless 
they are also Best in Show. 

We have tried to make this explana- 
tion as complete as possible without let- 
ting it get too cumbersome to understand. 
But there are bound to be questions 
which we have overlooked, and we will 
be glad to answer in full any letters cov- 
ering points which we may not have 
made sufficiently clear. 

The All-American and the All-Sec- 
tionals are the one way in which your 
exceptional cat, no matter where ex- 
hibited, can gain national recognition. We 
hope that through this article you may 
have received better understanding of 
just what your cat is accomplishing when 
he earns the great distinction of any of 
the Sectional or American awards.

One of my cats has frequent nose bleed. Do you know how 

I could help her or what may cause it? 
—Mrs. Archie Lewis

You might try giving it vitamin A—25,000 units daily—and 
a calcium supplement. This may help to increase the ability of 
the blood to clot. If she sneezes much, try to determine the 
cause of it and remove the offending article. 


I have a Silver Chinchilla, altered at six months, who is now 
four years old. Since he was about four months old he has had 
skin trouble. Nothing the veterinarians have suggested has 
helped. The last gave hormones, both male and female in oil, 
and he actually is worse. The hair has shed on both hind legs 
and tail. There is no broken skin, just little red spots that ap- 
pear all over his body. The diagnoses have all been so different 
and I am so concerned.

There may be a thyroid deficiency contributing to this trouble. 
Dosage could be started at %4 grain, two to three times daily. 
The cat should be watched carefully as thyroid, like any hor- 
mone, can cause certain adverse conditions. 


I have two problems regarding a Blue Point Siamese female 
who will be two years old this coming May. For more than a 
year she has been literally eating all kinds of materials, wool, 
cotton, even corduroy. We have given her vitamins and toys, 
and she has a neutered Domestic Shorthair to play with as a 
cure for boredom. The breeder from whom we purchased her 
said the grandmother of the cat does the same thing and to 
keep her in a cage. We cannot see keeping her caged all the 
time. In all other respects, she is happy, healthy and affec- 
tionate. 

When she was about nine months old she had a skin irrita- 
tion under her tail. The medication the veterinarian used caused 
her to be violently ill and she almost died. As soon as she was 
completely cured we had her bred and although the breeder 
witnessed several matings, she did not have kittens. She has 
not talled since that time. We are wondering if perhaps this 
illness affected her reproductive organs. Any advice you can 
give will be appreciated.

From what you write, I would suspect that her chewing of 
materials ts simply a bad habit, for if it were due to a deficiency, 
it should have been corrected with the supplement diet you have 
been feeding her. 

There may or may not be any connection between the illness 
and the failure to come in season now. The frequent calling 
previously would indicate a cystic condition of the ovaries and 
there could be enough change there that all activity could stop. 
Hormone treatment may help. 


After taking our neutered tom cat who is about three years 
old to the veterinarian three times in the past year for treat- 
ment of worms, I am wondering if there is any way to cure 
a cat of them for any span of time. I would appreciate any help.

The cat is no doubt reinfesting itself with the eggs of the 
worms from contaminated areas. When the animal has a bowel 
movement, microscopic eggs by the thousands are passed out 
and will contaminate the ground or other areas. The cat can 
then pick up these eggs on its feet and by cleaning itself, re- 
infest the body with worms. It will likely be necessary to have 
the cat treated at regular intervals if the cycle cannot be broken. 
If the medication is used intelligently, there should be no ser- 
ious ill effects.

We drove to our old house, parked the 
car, and made our way through the field 
and across a fence, coming finally to the 
woods, dark and foreboding in its silence.
